Chicago  and  Columbia  University  they  must  be 
entered  “G  mditionally"  while  graduates  from 
Millsaps  Co  lege  and  the  University  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  are  enitered  without  condition  or  question. 

The  situation  which  our  women’s  colleges  face 
is  deplorably.  There  are  nineteen  high  schools 
in  Mississippi  known  as  All-Southern  Accredited 
High  School*.  There  are  also  about  forty  other 
of  the  best  iigh  schools  in  Mississippi  Which  are 
now  preparing  as  fast  as  they  can  to  become  All- 
Southern  Accredited  High  Schools.  Graduates 
from  neithej  Blue  Mountain  nor  Mississippi  Wo¬ 
man's  College  can  qualify  for  a  position  as  mem¬ 
ber  of  more  than  25  per  cent  of  the  faculty  in 
these  high  Schools,  the  reason  being  that  Blue 
Mountain  ajid  the  Mississippi  Woman’s  College 
are  not  accredited  as  standard  by  the  Southern 
Association  I  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  For  the 
same  reason,  graduates  from  Blue  Mountain  and 
Mississippi  jWoman’s  College,  who  teach  in  the 
best  high  schools  of  our  neighboring  states  of 
Louisiana  ajid  Alabama  are  forced  to  dp  so  with 
a  “B”  class!  certificate,  thus  taking  second  place 
among  the  teachers  of  those  states. 

Shall  graduates  of  Mississippi  College  continue 
to  be  humiliated  by  being  entered  '‘Conditionally” 
in  the  higher  Universities  of  the  country,  while

These  alloys  consist  princi- 
n,  lead,  and  antimony,  in  varying  pro- 
All  the  manufacturing  is  done  from 
These  are  all  contained  in  the  record 
is  necessary  not  only  to  have  this  record 
book,  buf  also  for  the  management  to  give  these 
formula*  in  writing  to  the  various  superintend- 
snts,  foremen,  and  workers,  for  their  guidance 
in  the  work.  There  is  no  guess  work  and  nothing 
is  left  to  chjmce.  These  formulae  represent  the 
cumulative  experience  of  many  years  and  are 
expected  to  be  followed  implicitly,  if  they  are 
gathered  to,  the  products  will  be  acceptable;  if 
not  followed,  the  results  will  be  disastrous.  Let 
me  illustrate: 

In  tha  manufacture  of  type  metal,  if  the  anti¬ 
mony  be  left  out,  the  type  will  not  print;  in  the 
manufacture  of  snider,  if  copper  be  introduced, 
the  mixture  will  be  worthless;  in  .the  production 
of  babbitt  metal.  If  zinc  be  introduced,  the  alloy 
will  be  spoiled  utterly.  If  graphite  and  metallic 
bismuth  be  left  out  of  anti-friction  metal,  its 
value  will  thereby  be  lessened  one  half. 

The  gold  produced  by  the  U.  S.  Government 
for  Minting  gold  coins  is  of  standard  fineness  and 
purity,  but  the  introduction  of  of  a  .grain  of 
tellurium  in  a  pot  full  of  molten  metal  will  ut¬ 
terly  spoil  the  gold  for  coinage  purposes. 

Customers  require  guarantees  that  their  for¬ 
mulae  will  be  followed;  and  shoutd  analyses  show 
that  the  formulae  have  been  changed,  the  prod¬ 
ucts  would  be  rejected. 

The  New  York  Central  Railroad  it  so  par¬ 
ticular  about  their  meta's,  that  they  require  the 
compounding  to  be  done  in  the  presence  of  s  rep¬ 
resentative.  The  United  ftntes  Government 
placet  orders  for  alloys,  but  will  not  permit  them 
to  be  shipped  until  a  representative  calla  and 
takea  a  sample  of  the  product,  which  is  then 
submitted  for  careful  analysis  and  verification. 

From  what  I  have  said,  it  can  easily  be  seen, 
that  it  would  work  a  great  injury  to  the  business 
for  any  superintendent,  foreman,  or  worker  to 
alter  in  any  way  the  formulae.  It  would  be  dis¬ 
astrous  .and  such  conduct  would  invite  censure 
or  prompt  dismissal.  Mistakes,  are  aometimea 
made,  but  if  they  happen  too  often  it  would  prove 
the  worker,  foreman,  or  superintendent  to  be  ifi-  Supper,  as  given  in 
competent,  and  would  certainly  cause  his  dismis¬ 
sal.  Should  any  employee  deliberately  change 
the  formulae,  his  conduct  could  be  construed  only 
as  a  malicious  or  hostile  act, — possibly  done  in 
the  interest  of  a  competitor  or  enemy. 

It  would  be  unthinkable  that  an  honorable  man 
Would  change  the  formulae,  or  would  accept  pay 
from  his  employer  while  thus  playing  him  false. 

If  the  facts  were  to  become  known,  such  a  man 
could  nsver  again  obtain  employment  with  any 
reputable  company. 

Our  Lord  and  Master,  before  going  to  His

Word — they  are  the  fundamentals  of  our  faith. 
Wherever  they  have  been  faithfully  employed  the 
output  has  been  a  magnificent  Christian  product, 
which  has  always  and  everywhere  been  acknowl¬ 
edged  and  honored  by  the  Master.  On  the  other 
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cioui  in  the  tongue  of  one  nation  aa  H  U  to 
another.  It  hM  lifted  the  aonl  of  hope  and  as 
piretion  among  barbarians  and  made  them  mem- 
bere  of  the  triumphant  Church.

Yet 
they  pose  as  representatives  of  ths  God  who  **se 
loved  ths  wo«M“  and  His  children  who  are  com 
manded  to  “gp  Into  all  ths  world".

If  we  are  Baptists  then  those  who  differ  with 
us  on  the  lif^  and  structure  of  Baptist  belief  are 
not  Baptists.)  There  is  nothing  non-essential  in 
doctrine  arrutng  real  Baptists.  When  we  differ 
we  differ  in  jessentials. 

Missions  it  that  work  which  distinguishes  us 
from  other  Baptists.  Our  doctrine  of  the  person 
of  Jesus  Christ  distinguishes  us  from  other  de¬ 
nominations.  Our  baptism  distinguishes  us  from 
other  ritualism. 

The  persoi  of  Jesus  Christ  is  our  life.  Bap¬ 
tism  is  our  bond,  our  name,  our  form.  Missions 
is  our  activity  and  the  medium  of  our  growth. 
These  three  jiro  the  trinity  of  our  ecclesihsticism, 
and  are  inseparable  in  maintaining  the  Integrity 
of  Christianity,  the  Bible  and  the  salvlation  of 
the  world.  {Expressing  it  in  one  sentence:  the 
person  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  substitutionajry  right¬ 
eousness  of  JGod  to  be  applied  to  every  believer 
in  the  who|o  world  through  human  «|ndeavor, 
each  disciplq  being  distinguished  by  the  mark  of 
immersion  iij  water  as  baptism  which  Is  la  figure 
of  the  burial  apd  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  questjon  which  made  other  Baptists  leave 
us  is  not  that  |  of  moral  obligation  to  tjarry  the 
gospel  to  foreign  lands.  Our  difference!  is  more 
vital  than  t$at.  Those  who  have  gone  hut  from 
us,  but  retain  our  name,  do  not  believe  in  carry- 
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lieve  in  hunfan  agency  at  all  in  reaching  the  lost. 
They  make  jio  more  effort  to  save  their  Ineighbor 
than  they  dp  to  send  missionsries  to  Cnina. 

When  we  jdraw  this  distinction  clearly  between 
us,  the  unenlightened  world  can  then  decide 
which  is  Scriptural,  and  all  professing  Baptists 
can  see  to  vphich  assembly  they  belong. 

We  differ!  in  the  person  of  Jesus  Christ  as  well 
as  in  the  na*ter  the  divine  use  (if  human 
agency  in  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  But  the 
two  are  Stripturally  and  logically  and  insepa¬ 
rably  blended.  To  maintain  our  doctrine  of  the 
person  of  Clirist,  that  He  is  the  Son  of  God  and 
the  Son  oflMan,  and  essentially  the  fullness  of 
God  and  thi  fullness  of  Man,  we  must  acknowl¬ 
edge  His  sovereignty  over  human  agency,  and 
His  actual  {se  of  it.

spntiment,  and  made  its  Book  of  books  as  pro- 
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the  war  between  the  States,  many  adjustments, 
of  course,  had  to  be  made,  but  wise,  adequate 
organization  soon  put  everything  in  working  or¬ 
der. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  held  at  Greenville,  S.  C.,  in  1883,  it  was 
decided  to  remove  the  Board  from  Marlon,  Ala¬ 
bama,  to  Atlanta,  Georgia.,  and  the  beloved  Dr. 
I.  T.  Tichenor  was  elected  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary.  He  was  a  far-seeing  statesman,  an  eloquent! 
orator  and  indefatigable  worker.  He  served  his 
day  and  generation  well,  and  fell  asleep  in  De¬ 
cember,  1902.  His  body  rests  in  the  city  of  At¬ 
lanta,  which  had  become  the  home  of  the  Board 
he  loved  so  well,  and  “there  is  no  prouder  grave 
in  its  own  proud  clime." 

During  Dr.  Tichenor’s  administration,  the  work 
of  the  Board  was  eminently  successful  and  there 
were  many  important  developments  in  connection 
with  it.  Notably,  the  inauguration  of  opr  work 
in  Cuba,  immigrant  work  in  Baltimore,  in  charge 
of  Miss  Buhlmaiter,  and  our  valuable  system  of 
mountain  schools.  It  was  during  this  period  that  ' 
the  publication  of  “Kind  Words”,  the  Sunday 
School  paper  of  the  denomination,  was  entrusted 
to  the  Board  by  the  Convention,  as  were  other 
Sunday  School  interests  of  the  denomination  in 
the  South. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Convention  at  Augusta, 
Georgia,  in  1886,  the  Board  in  its  report  recom¬ 
mended  the  publication  of  a  full  series  of  Sunday 
School  helps  and  was  instructed  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  to  publish  such.  This  series  was  published 
by  the  Home  Board  until  a  meeting  of  the  Con-  \ 
vention  in  1890,  when  the  Board  was  requested 
by  the  Convention  to  put  the  publication  under 
the  charge  of  a  committee  located  at  LouiSville. 

In  1891  the  Convention  created  the  Sunday 
School  Board  located  at  Nashville  and  turned 
over  to  it  the  series  which  the  Home  Board  had 
created  and  fostered  for  the  Convention.  Upon 
the  retirement  of  Dr.  Tichenor  from  the  Secre¬ 
taryship  of  the  Board  on  account  of  failing  health, 
he  was  not  only  elected  Secretary  Emeritus,  but 
numberless  friends  proceeded  to  present  to  him 
a  loving  cup.

CHAPTER  ONE 

Where  liberty  is,  there  are  Baptists. 

If  pioneer  American  history  should  ever  be 
written  In  denominational  lore,  there  are  pages 
that  would  be  aflame  with  daring  deeds  of  Bap- 
tiata.  They  entered  the  newly  discovered  conti¬ 
nent  early,  and  they  entered  to  stay.  Not  only 
to  stay  but  to  grow  and  spread  like  "a  tree 
planted  by  the  rivers  of  water.”  There -were 
enough  of  them  in  1814  to  be  organized  Into  a 
Convention,  known  as  the  “Triennial  Convention”, 
not  because  that  waa  the  official  title,  but  becauee 
the  Body  met  every  three  years.  This  Conven¬ 
tion  covered  the  whole  of  what  was  then  the 
United  States. 

Climatic  and  other  conditions  made  evident  the 
factv  that  the  Convention  was  spread  over  too 
wide  territory.  -  And  in  the  ear  y  forties  wise 
brethren — there  were  seers  in  those  days — fore¬ 
saw  the  need  of  separation.  A  little  war  cloud, 
at  that  time  no  bigger  than  a  man's  hand,  began 
to-ariae  above  the  land  they  loved.  It  grew  and 
spread  until  it  burst  over  the  Southland  in  the 
sixties  with  a  hurricane  force  that  laid  low  and 
left  desolate  a  beautiful  territory.  Well  for 
Southern  Baptists  that  there  had  been  seers  in 
that  day.  For  these  had  met  in  1846  in  Augusta, 
Georgia,  and  organised  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  The  call  for  this  Convention  was  made 
by  the  Virginia  Baptist  Foreign  Missionary  so¬ 
ciety.  There  were  messengers  from  the  follow¬ 
ing  States:  Alabama,  District  of  Columbia,  Geor¬ 
gia,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Virginia.  .  - 

The  first  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  was  the  organization  of  two  Boards:  The 
Foreign'  Mission  Board  and  the  “Board  of  Do- 
'mestie  Missions”;  shortly  after  in  1865  the  name 
of  this  latter  was  changed  to  “Domestic  and 
Indian  Missions”,  an  association  for  work  among 
the  Indians  already  organized,  being  merged  into 
it.  It  is  of  this  Board — its  development  and 
growth — that  this  little  book  dealt.  Had  we  the 
space  and  the  ability,  wa  could  make  each  page 
glow  with  romance,  burn  with  eloquence,  enthuee 
with  Truth,  and  give  a  Vision,  born  of  Informa¬ 
tion  so  much  needed,  that  each  reader  would  be 


the  work.  He  spoke  glowingly  ol  the  eplendid 
liberality  which  had  developed  in  the  churches, 
of  the  house!  of  worship  comp  eted,  of  the 
churchei  organized,  >f  the  ministeri  ordained  and 
of  the  baptisms  administered.

Mission  Boan].  Tnii  is  equally  irue  of  other 
dietricts,  other  cities  and  towns.  From  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  on  the  northeast  to  Sat]  Antonio  and 
El  Paso,  Texas,  on  (the  southwest,  'and  from  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  on  the  north  to  Ta^npa,  Florida, 
on  the  south— everywhere  we  find  that  our  strong¬ 
est  Baptist  centers  Were  once  aided  jby  the  Home 
Board. 

The  period  from  1*50  to  1860  was  one  of  active 
missionary  work  among  the  Indian!.  As  before 
stated,  the  Indian  Mhsion  Association  united  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  ]l866;  and  its 
work  was  delegated:  to  the  Home  Board.

The  following  editorial  from  The 
Dearborn  Inc^e  pendent,  edited  by 
Henry  Ford,  hits  the  nail  on  the 
head: 

By  this  time  the  country  has 
grown  rather  jtired  of  the  attempts 
of  certain  classes  to  ignore  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  thf  United  States.  There 
has  never  beet  a  time  when  the  at¬ 
titude  of  disflespect  to  our  funda¬ 
mental  law  has  been  so  widely  en¬ 
couraged  amopg  people  who  should 
know  better,  than  since  the  amend-

ment  which  removed  government 
from  partnership  in  the  commercial¬ 
ized  liquor  traffic. 

There  is  ne*d  today  for  a  careful 
distinction  between  the  question  of 
prohibition  arid  the  dignity  of  the 
Constitution  df  the  United  States. 
Attempts  havfe  been  made  to  draw 
a  still  finer  distinction  between  the 
Constitution  and  the  Volstead  law. 
Endless  propaganda  of  lies  and  ap¬ 
peals  to  scornfulness  of  men  against 
right  conditions,  have  marked  every 
hour  of  the  pjeriod  since  the  people 
by  a  most  decisive  and  unmistakable 
action  and  iji  concert  with  their 
government  ajgencies  abolished  the 
alliance  between  booze  and  Uncle 
Sam.  And  tie  treasonableness  of 
this  propaganda  lies  in  the  f*ct  that 
its  purpose  has  been  a  wholesome 
and  public  contempt  for  the  Con¬ 
stitution.  j 

It  needs  sdmeone  to  make  clear 
at  once  seveijal  points  which  have 
been  badly  handled  by  the  enemies 
of  the  Constitution.  First,  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  American  people  in  de¬ 
stroying  the  artificial  legal  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  liqpor  trafliic,  was  a  de¬ 
liberate  action.  It  was  not  under¬ 


taken  hastily  nor  under  stress  of 
emotion.  It  wa*  not  “put  over”  by 
a  lot  of  anemic  saints  while  all  the 
red-blooded  men  were  fighting  in 
France— as  a  certain  argument  to 
the  returned  soldier  would  have  us 
believe.  (The  soldier  knows  that 
the  government  put  him  under  pro¬ 
hibition  before  the  rest  of  the  coun¬ 
try  got  ft.)  Thife  enactment  of  the 
prohibitory  amendment  wal  the  cul¬ 
mination  of  75  years’  agitation  and 
deliberation  on  the  part  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  people.  If  the  War  between 
the'  States  had  hot  intervened,  the 
liquor  trafliic  wpuld  have  been  de- 
legalized  50  yearn  ago.  But  the  Civil 
War  came,  setting  aside  the  growing 
national  sentiment  against  liquor. 
And  then  the  bold  of  liquor  was 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  taxing 
of  it — the  so-cqlled  “licensing"  of 
it— a  shrewd  mpvc  which  made  it 
one  of  the  pillars  of  government  sup¬ 
port,  and  harder,  than  ever  to  throw 
down.  So  that,  the  action  of  this 
people  in  acting  after  a  discussion 
lasting  75  year*,  ranging  all  the 
way  from  the  moral  to  the  economic 
aspects  of  the  question,  can  hardly 
be  said  to  have  been  hasty  or  in¬ 
considerate.  Neither  can  it  be  said 
to  he  the  impo4tion  of  a  minority 
opinion  upon  the  majority.  Prohib¬ 
ition  came  by  tihe  votes  of '  people 
who  look  a  drink  when  they  wanted 
It.  The  liquor  business  alienated 
Its  own  customer*.  There  were  not 
enough  teetotalers  in  our  citizen¬ 
ship  nor  In  our  legislative  bodies  to 
vote  prohibition  merely  on  the 
ground  of  personal  aversion.  The 
nation  was  set  ini’ its  miiid  to  do  what

HOW  TO  T8LL  MALARIAL 
MOSQUITOES 

Do  iboth  male  and  female  mos- 
quitoeji  bite? 

No.j  The  fetnale  bites.  It  is 
doubtful  if  the  male  ever  bites. 

Can|  you  describe  the  head  of  a 
mosquito  ? 

All  mosquitoes  have  a  bill  and 
two  pflpl  (pal-gee),  which  lie  close 
to  it,  (>ne  on  each  side.  Outside  the 
palpi  are  two  aijtenpae  (an-ten-nay) 
which  spread  apart,  The  antennae 
of  the:  male  arf  plpme-like.  Those 
of  the;  female  sire  Sot. 

How  then  can  you  teli  the  male 
from  (he  female?  j  ' 

The  male  hits  ‘plumes  on  his 
head”.! 

How]  can  you  tel|  the  Anopheles, 
malaria-bearing,  mosquitoes  from 
the  Cplex  and  other  kinds  in  the 
United  States  which  do  not  convey 
malarig? 

One  way  is  by  their  heads.  Ano¬ 
pheles  have  straight  bills  and  palpi 
nearly  as  long  as  their  bills.  The 
female  of  the  other  kinds  have  short 
palpi,  jexcept  one  kind  which  has  a 
curved  bill.  The  males  of  both  Cu- 
lex  an|i  Anopheles  have  long  palpi, 
and  one  can  not  tell  the  species  of 
the  males  in  this  way. 

Are  there  any  otiher  differences? 

The  malarial  mqsquito  is  slight 
and  graceful.  The  things  are  gen¬ 
erally  spotted  or  dUsky. 

Is  tpere  any  other  difference  to 
note? 

Ye*.  The  way  of  resting  on  a 
wall.  Anopheles  re»ts  in  a  straight 
line,  frequently  standing  on  her 
head.  The  other*  rest  "humped 
up”,  't'his  is  the  otjly  way  that  can 
be  used  to  tell  th«  live  mosquito, 
and  is  the  one  usually  used  in  prac¬ 
tice. 

Can  You  tell  Something  0f  her  hab¬ 
its  while  feeding— on  man,  I  mean? 

She  farely  bites  in  the  daytime  in 
the  Uiitcd  States.  The  day  mos¬ 
quito  of  the  South  is  Aedes  (or  Ste- 
gomyia)  calopus — the  yellow-fever 
mosquito.  Anopheles  is  shy  and 
easily  driven  off,  and  will  rarely  bite 
one  who  is  moving  about,  hence  is 
most  apt  to  bite  one  who  is  asleep. 
Her  bite  is  leks  painful  than  that 
of  other  mosquitoes  and  she  does 
not  sing  so  loudly.  {On  this  account, 
when  mosquitoes  are  much  com¬ 
plained  of  they'are  risre'y  Anopheles, 
and  there  can  be  (nany  Anopheles 
about  Without  much  complaint.

Otie  of  the  Delegates. 
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Even  in  this  country  where  we  are 
restrained  by  !th«  policy  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  from  raising  a  finger 
or  a  voice,  in  behalf  of  international 
justice  the  abject  surrender  pi  the 
great  powers  <jf  the  world  to  Turkey 
will  cause  disgust  and  resentment  in 
the  hearts  of |  all  lover*  of  justice. 
And  the  terms  offered  to  Turkey  can 
be  viewed  in  ho  other  light  than  a 
humiliating  surrender  of  peoples 
whose  united  istrength  could  inflict 
full  and  complete  punishment  upon 
the  blood-thirsty  butchers  of 
Smyrna.  But;  as  it  is  to  be  these 
cut  throats  art  to  be  rewarded  rath¬ 
er  than  punished  by  the  great  civ¬ 
ilized  nations  far  the  unspeakable 
crimes  committed  in  Smyrna  and 
elsewhere  in  Asia  Minor.  It  is  the 
irony  of  war  and  fate  that  Turkey 
after  being  beaten  to  her  knees  as  a 
member  of  the  strong  Central  Al¬ 
liance  should  ho*'  through  her  own 
weak  strength  emerge  victorious 
from  the  conflict. 

The  Turkish  victory  is  not  alone 
another  evidence  of  the  irony  and 
tragedy  of  wat;  It  is  as  well  a  new 
and  sad  lessor!  of  the  folly  of  terri¬ 
torial  lusts  and  national  aggressions. 
The  end  of  thfc  great  European  war 
found  Turkey  defeated  and  driven 
back  to  her  Asiatic  home.  It  also 
brought  into  being  an  organization 
of  practically  all  the  great  power* 
of  the  world  Ahose  purpose  was  to 
preserve  the  1  poace  of  the  globe. 
This  organization,  the  League  of  Na¬ 
tions,  could  have  been  entrusted  with 
the  faithful  ekecutiou  of  the  peace 
treaty  that  would  have  kept  Turkey 
in  Asia  where  she  belongs.  But  when 
the  United  States  refused  to  become 
a  party  to  the  luugue  the  other  na¬ 
tions  sought  ^o  thrust  it  aside  and 
give  it  a  minor  role  in  world  affairs, 
while  they  sought  to  settle  the  major 
questions  according  to  the  old  sys¬ 
tem  of  individual  ambitions  and  as¬ 
pirations.  | 

Greece,  with  the  moral  support  of 
Great  Britain,  began  an  ill  starred 
invasion  of  Asia  Minor  for  more  ter¬ 
ritory,  while  Turkey,  with  the  moral 
if  not  the  material  aid  of  France  and 
Russia  arose  to  her  own  defense. 
The  world  now  knows  the  result. 
The  Greeks  were  defeated  and  rout¬ 
ed  and  the  T\irks  began  to  sweep 
back  again  towards  Europe,  pillag¬ 
ing  and  burnihg  villages  and  abus¬ 
ing  and  slaughtering  helplev  men, 
women  and  children.  Great  Britain 
made  a  show  of  stopping  these  rav¬ 
ages  but  British  leaders  found  out 
their  people  were  so  sick  of  war  that 
they  would  no*  unitedly  and  whole¬ 
heartedly  go.  into  another  enterprise 
of  bloodshed.  Turkey  is  not  only 
to  be  conceded  her  victory  but  also 
is  to  come  back  into  Europe  as  a 
conqueror  and  to  claim  a  reward  for 
her  barbaric  criminality. 

The  Turks  are  to  get  back  practi¬ 
cally  all  they  had  before  the  Great 
War  with  the  added  prestige  that 
victory  will  give  them.  The  great 
civilized  nations  lose  everything  but 
one,  and  that  the  League  of  Nations. 
In  the  new  extremity  of  civilization 
brought  about  largely  by  the  side¬ 
tracking  of  the  league,  the  world 
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out  of  the  changes.  The  thought 
that  should  com*  to  sensible  think¬ 
ing  people  is  this:  If  the  League 
of  Nations;  can  adjust  international 
affairs  after  all  the  losses  and  suf¬ 
fering  of  War  and  can  be  entrusted 
with  preventing  other  wars,  coulu 
it  hot  safely  be  entrusted  with  the 
prevention  of  war  before  it  occurs? 
In  other  words,  If  the  league  is  the 
only  salvation  of  the  world  after  war 
why  can  it  not  he  so  beforehand? — 
Commercial  Appeal.

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Bahsnn  Institute  Issues  a  Remark¬ 
able  Statement  on  the  Capital  * 
and  Labor  Question  by  J. 

Ogden  Armour 

Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.,  September 
16th.— J.  Ogden  Armour  has  been 
looked  upon  as  a  great  capitalist 
Incapable  of,  seeing  the  side  of 
either  the  Wage  Vforker  or  the  Pub¬ 
lic.  Today,  however,  he  has  out¬ 
witted  his  criticism  by  coming  out 
frankly  for  both  the  organizing  of 
wage  workers  and  the  protection  of 
the  public.  Mr.  Armour  begins  his 
discussion  by  saying  that  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  employer  amj  the  wage 
W9tk.r  is  not  primarily  to  div.de 
profits  but  to  assure .  them.  “For 
certain'y  they  must  be  made  before' 
they  ^an  be  divided.  Dividing  them”,  ( 
says  Mr.  Armour,  “is  a  mighty  easy 
job  alongside  of  making  them.”  In 
discussing  the  recent  strikes  Mr. 
Armuur  says,  “Strikes  .or  lockouts 
merely  show  which  factor  for  the 
moment  is  most  powerful,  and  not 
in  any  sense  determines  what  is 
tight.  It  Is  the  strongest  s  de  which 
wins  and  this  is  not  necessarily  the 
side  which  should.”  His  complete 
statement  as  just  issued  at  the  re¬ 
cent  Conference  On  Public  Relations 
yt  the  tiabson  Institute  is  as  follows: 

“Efforts  to  take  Labor  or  Capital 
out  of  the  list  of  com  nodities  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  law  of  supply  and  de¬ 
mand  are  responsible  ‘for  what  is 
generally  cal  ed  the  struggle  be¬ 
tween  Capital  and  Labort  or  more 
properly  speaking,  the  struggle  be¬ 
tween  employers  and  wage  workers.' 
Always  in  the  past,  a  surplus  of 
workers  has  meant  lower  wages. 
Those  with  (atbor  to  sell  have  said 
that  Capital  was  cracking  th?  whip, 
iwhil^  employers  pointed  to  increased 
competition  ynd  lower  selling  prices 
as  both  justifying  and  compelling 
lower  operating  costs. 

“On  the  other  hand,  when  workers 
•re  scarce,  wages  go  up.  Then  those 
with  capital  invested  have  main¬ 
tain.  <1  that  the 'wage  workers  take 
advantage  of  the  situation.  The 
wage  workers'  reply  is  that  higher 
living  coats  justify  higher  wages. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  while  there 
isn't  any  question  but  that  wages 
go  up  and  down  in  accordance  with 
the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  there 
are  two  different  explanations  for 
the  phenomenon.  Either  is  reason¬ 
able  or  unreasonable,  according  to 
one's  .own  viewpoint. 

Readjustment  Brings  Strife 

“There  are  at  this  writing  moru 
than  the  usual  evidences  of  tho 
itragglq  between  employers  and 
wage  Workers.  .  This  is  duo  to  the 
fact  that  after  a  long  period  of  in¬ 
creasing  .wages  there  cams  a  turn 
in  the  tide  which  had  boon  carrying 
wages  and  prices  to  higher  and  high¬ 
er  levels.  With  th  j  end  of  the 
period  of  wsi*  inllation  came,  an  in¬ 
sistent  demand  for  readjustment. 
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
